Gentlemen and Mrs, Fay: 


At the regular meeting of the Common Council held April 12, 1966, a pro- 
posed ordinance annexing territory to the City of Fort Wayne was introduced 
and referred to the City Plan Commission for study and recommendation. Such 
proposed ordinance was designated as Bill No. X-66-05-26, 


Transmitted herewith is a report of the City Plan Commission as formulated 
at its regular meeting held May 23, 1966. It is the considered opinion of 
the City Plan Commission that the area does meet the criteria for annex- 
ation for the following reasons: 


l. Since the area is contiguous to the present city limits for a 
distance of approximately one (1) mile and since the area is, 
for all practical purposes, surrounded by the present city on 
three (3) sides, the area is contiguous to the present corpor- 
ate limits. 


2. Since the residents of the area work, shop, and find recre- 
ational activities within the City of Fort Wayne and since 
their economic environment is directly related to the econo- 
mic development of the City of Fort Wayne, it is obvious that 
the residents of the area do have a unity of interest with 
the city. 


3, Upon final passage of this ordinance by the City Council and 
signature by the Mayor, representing the legislative and ad- 
ministrative heads of municipal government, it would be ob- 
vious that the city does desire to annex the area. 


5, The only conceivable disadvantage to the residents of the area 
would be the increased tax rate and since these residents would 
receive various municipal services, the advantage to the area 
would outweigh the disadvantage. Among the various municipal 
services that would be provided immediately upon annexation 
would be police protection, fire protection, garbage collect- 
ion, street maintenance, traffic engineering, and other muni- 
cipal services now being provided to existing residents of the 
city. 


5. Since the city would increase its tax base and would increase 
its population by some twelve hundred (1,200) persons, it is 
apparent that fha advantages to the city would outweigh the 
disadvantages.

Based upon the anticipated revenue determined by existing 
valuations and shown in the attached report, it is obvious 
that the deficit of income against expense to the city would 
not be unreasonable and that over a period of a few years 


the city would recuperate its initial investment in the area. 


Upon passage of the ordinance by the City Council and signa- 
ture by the Mayor, it would indicate that the city is willing 
to provide its services to the area upon annexation. Since 
the municipality does operate and maintain all necessary de- 
partm@its associated with the city and since the added income 
from the area would provide further funds with which the city 
could expand its services, the city is able to provide the 
required services to the area upon annexation. In determin- 
ing whether or not the city is able to provide services to the 
area, above and beyond those services which the area presently 
has, it becomes necessary to compare municipal services that 
will be provided with services that the area is now receiving 
as an unincorporated area. These services become numerous 
and, in most cases, are much more adequate than the services 
the residents are presently enjoying. Examples of this are: 

a more adequate fire department; a more adequate police depart- 
ment; traffic engineering, which they do not presently have; 
more adequate street maintenance; garbage collection, for 
which they apre now paying above and beyond their present tax 
rate; and many other municipal services, codes, and ordinances 
which would become effective upon annexation. 


Based upon the above reasons, it is the recommendation of this Plan Commis- 
sion that the proposed ordinance does meet the criteria for annexation and 
that the ordinance be returned to the Common Council with the recommendation 
that it DO PASS. 11 is further recommended that this ordinance be so enact- 
ed so as to become effective as soon as possible.

Sewer - The nearest sewer is a 12" sanitary sewer located approxi-e 
mately 3/8 mile west of Concordia Gardens Addition, 


Police Protection - On the basis of overall cost per square mile, 
it would cost the city approximately $4,800.00 to provide service 
to this arsa. 


Fire Protection - This area lies just beyond the 1-1/2 mile radius 
of the nearest fire station (#13-Parmell Avenue € U. S, #30 Bypass). 
While this area is just beyond the 1-1/2 mile distance it would not 
present any serious problem since running time is the primary factor 
and the Leo Road, being a dual laned highway, provides a high speed 
quick access to this area from Station #13. Also, there is a fire 
station proposed at the intersection of the Cook Road and U. 8. 7 
which would include all of this area. It costs approximately 
$13,200.00 per year to give service to an area of this sise. 


Five Alarm Boxes - At least four (4) alarm boxes would be required 
at a cost of $500.00, Each alarm box would have an annual mainten- 
anae cost of $50.00 to the ۰ 


Streets & Roads - The Leo Road is a four lane highway in excellent 
condition. However, Red Haw Drive and the strests in Concordia 
Gardens and Concordia Woods Additions do not meet city specifica- 
tions and would require immediate maintenance. 


Street و‎ Road Maintenance = The average cost to provide this sepe 
vice is $1,500.00 per mile. This area, containing approximately 
5,4 miles of county streets and roads, would cost about $8,006.00 
annually to maintain. 


Street Lighting - Approximately forty (40) lights would be needed 
costing the city $6,000.00 plus $1,850.00 annual energy and main- 
tenance cost. 


Garbage Collection - The area contains 340 dwelling units, there- 
fore, at a cost of $11.01 per dwelling, this service would cost the 
city approximately $3,750.00 per year. 


Schools - This area is already part of the Fort Wayne Community 
Schools System, therefore, there would be no change in this respect. 


Other General Costs - Included in this category are several depart- 
ments of the municipality which provide various services, not mea- 
surable in terms of dollars and cents. Examples are the Park De- 
partment, Traffio Engineering Department and Traffic Sign Shop. 

The cost of these departments as it relates to the area proposed 

to be annexed is difficult to determine since the services provided 
by these departments are of a more general citywide nature rather 
than a more specific service in a particular area such as water, 
sewer, fire, police, etc; consequently, no estimate is given as to 


the costs to these departments in providing services to this area. 
However, all of these services would be available to the area upon 
annexation to the city. In fact, some of the services are probably 
already being utilised by the residents of this area even though 
they are outside the corporate limits.

ITEM 1 Present water rates are $0.39 per 100 cubuc feet for the first 
500 eubuc feet per month and $0.30 per 100 oubuc feet for the next 1,800 
cubuc feet, Assuming an average household consumption of 700 cubue feet per 
month, the cost would be $2.55 for د‎ home using city water. Por residences 
served by the private utility in this area, the monthly rate would be $5.98. 
In a twelve month period, this would amount to a difference of $41.16. These 


comparisons are based on the assumption that upon annexetion the people with- 


in the area petition for city water. 


ITEM 2 The average rate for city sewers if $1.90 per month or $22.80 
per year, The private utility assumed cost is 95.50 per month or 965,80 per 


year; this would amount to a difference of $42.00. 


ITEM 3 The present rate charged for garbage collection by private 
concerns is $2.00 per month which includes both rubbish and garbage. City 


residents receive this service through taxes. 


ITEM & Approximately thirty (36) fire hydrants would be required in the 
Concordia Gardens Area and all approved frame dwellings within 1,000 feet of 
any of these hydrants qualify for Class 10 fire insurance premium which would 
be $58,688 on contents and dwelling unit for the average $12,650 replacement 
value in this area. Inside the corporate limits the premium on the same re- 


placement value would be $23.28 based on a Class 5 rating. 


The cost for fire insurance on the average dwelling unit and contents would be 


$49,656 at the present time and $23.28 after annexation. 


ITEM 5 The Library is a joint city-county operation and, therefore, its 


facilities are available to all persons in the county. 


ITEM 6 Both cab companies charge according to meter and, therefore, there 
would be no differentiation between those in or out of the city.

ITEM 7 Telephone rates are determined independent of political bound- 
md 
aries, A base vate area is established by the telephone company and rates 
are graduated in relation to the distance from this base area, Annexation, 


however, would not necessarily result in a telephone rate reduction. 


ITEM 8 Transit service also operates independent of political bound- 


aries and, therefore, would be unaffected by annexation. 


ITEM 9 Mail delivery would also remain unchanged as the type of service 


is determined on the basis of population density and not political boundaries, 


ITEM 10 Although the City Park Department's share of expenditure im 1965 
was 23.8% of the Civil City Budget, no attempt has been made to restrict the 
use of these facilities by persons living outside the city. The only exception 
is that the Poauke Park Day Camp is Limited only to children living within the 


oity. 


ITEM ll Barrett Bonding is a means whereby special assessments levied 
for public improvements may be paid in installments at an interest rate not to 
exceed 6%; at present, it is 5%. This State Statute, passed in 1929, permits 
cities or towns to issue bonds in anticipation of the collection of such assess- 
mente. It applies, however, only to cities and towns. Areas outside the cor- 
porate limits of a municipality must pay for these improvements through private 


financing. 


ITEM 12 The cost for a non-ornamental street light is approximately 
$175,00 plus energy and maintenance, These costs are absorbed by the city's 
electric utility. Areas outside the city would have to contract privately for 


gueh facilities. 


ITEM 13 The City of Port Wayne Board of Public Health has a broader 


E 
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spectrum of public health practice including dairy sanitation, laboratory pro- 


gram, and clinio program. 


ITEM là Railway Express service does not extend outside the city limits 
as ruled by the I.C.C. Pick up must be made pérsónally by those not residing 


in the city. 


ITEM 15 This and other programs carried on by the Park Commission for 
the preservation of trees is limited to city property, Education programs are 
conducted for the benefit of communities outside the city but any financial 


outlay for things of this nature would have to be on a private basis. 


ITEM 18 Traffic control includes such safety measures as speed control, 
traffic lights and traffic signs. These devices are provided on city streets 
only and do not extend beyond the city limits regardless of how hazardous & 


particular situation may become. 


ITEM 17 For services of the City Humane Shelter, residents outside the 
city limits must first go through the Department of the County Sheriff. Ber- 
vices performed for the county are done on a contract basis. This —— 
however, only to stray animals that have been restrained or injured, Animals, 
whose owners merely wish to give them away, will be accepted by shui Habana 
Shelter only if the owner living outside the city delivers their animal to the 


shelter. 


ITEM 18 The average salary paid to Port Wayne's 180 patrolmen is approxi- 
mately $5,828.00 for 1966, An area outside the corporate limits wishing to re- 
main an independent community must inevitably consider this cost if they desire 
more extensive and efficient service. In addition to salaries and wages, trans- 
portation facilities and equipment would also have to be acquired, These items 


are provided for the city resident out of city taxes with the cost being spread 


over a much larger population than would be possible in a smaller community.

ITEM 19 Here again, as il the case of police proteotion, it is a ques» 
d 


tion of adequacy and effioiend?. All aveas outside the city limits are served 
by township fire departments composed of volunteers. The City of Fort Wayne 


has 13 fire engine houses with trained crews on duty 24 hours a day. 


ITEM 20 The Adult Safety Guard Service is a function of the Fort Wayne 
Board of Safety and, therefore, would not extend to areas outside the city 
limits, regardless of how critical the need. This does not imply, — 
that all school crossings within the city have the service, Budget limitations 


and degree of need are the determining factors in adult guard locations. 


ITEM 21 Street maintenance involves such things as patehing holes, grad 
ing, sweeping, draining end oleaning of side ditches. The high concentration 


of streets in the city facilitates prompt and adequate service. 


Furthermore, the city is able to concentrate its men and equipment in a ve» 
latively small area (50.854 square miles), whereas the county must distribute 
its facilities throughout the entire county, consisting of more than 63% square 


miles, 


ITEM 22 Flood control, though not affecting many areas, will include
